them. ‘heas evils ate uppermost. To 
persons better acbuainted with banking 
mattera than I can pretend to be, other 
equally strong objections will no doubt 
occur, At the s:me timoit must beobserved 
that to forbid a Oank making advances to 
its own shareholder, it a Colony like this, 
where every merchant or very nearly so isa 
shareholder, would he practically to close- 
ita--doors, ‘Therefore Art. 28 permits a 
cash advance to shareholders, but this I 
understand to méan an advance made in 
the ordinary way of business or on pro- 
duce, or deposit of. documentary seouri- 
tiee or in many other ways known. to legi- 
timate banking: Lt is. no easy matter to 
draw the very fine distinction between an 
advance made by a manager under the 
consciousness that he bas a lien of the bor- 
-|.rower's shares, and. an. advance_upon- the 
security of those shares, as I remarked 
before. In the result it ia impossible to 
separate the two’ because I think the ille- 
gality of the advance could not prevent the 
opetation of the statutory lien, This diffi- 
culty { -imagine gave rise to the argument 
that the transaction was illegal under either 
aspect, whether as within the scope of Art.
